Extra of a Letter from Barbados, Auguft 23. In 
tht Year 1729 the Pheafant, Captain Wilion, go- 
ing from Barbados for South Carolina, was taken by a 
Spani/b Guarde Cofta, and carried into Porto Rico, where 
contrary to the Jultice and the Peace then fubfifting be- 
tween Great Britain and Spain, the Ship and Cargo were 
confifeated, for which no Satisfaction whatioever hath yet 
been given to the Concerned. 

In Jane lat the faid Willon was going from Lisbon to 

Hamburgh, Mafter of a Ship called the Neptune, but 
being met by an Algerine Cruzer, which examining of 
her Pafs, found it was not of the new Cut, (occafioned 
by the Length of Time flie had been out of England, 
and therefore carried her to Algier, where her Cargo 
‘was condemned as a Prize, and confilcated, and the Shy 
rifled; but by the Iaterpofition of the Britifh Conful, 
the and her Crew were releafed, after having undergon 
many and great Hardihips. The Dey of Algier granted 
a frefh Pais to the Ship, and gave the Majiter 2300 Dol- 
lars to go to Bonne and purchafe a Lading of Corn on 
the fiid Dey’s Account, fending alfo a Letter ta the G-- 
vernor of that Place to give her good Difpstch On 
the 27th of Auguft fhe failed, and arrived at Bonne the 
3.1 of September, three Days after which a Freach Man 
of War came there, and fliid till the roth. On the 
18th, at three in the Morning, the Neptune failed, witn 
a Cargo which coft 2346 Dollars, which being more 
than the Money amounted to, the Captain drew a Bil! 
on the Dey for the Deficiency. At 11 at Night the 
French Man of War ren a-long fide of her, agd bid her 
bring too, and hoift out her Boat and come on board, 
er they would fink her. They anfweied they were En- 
glith ; to which they replied, they knew it very well. 
Willon defired to be excufed, on Account of the bad 
Weather. adding, that it was Night, and he hed a fair 
Wind. Butthe French declired, that they would fink 
her if they did not comply, and geen | fired a Shot, 
and pre‘ently firing agvin, carried away her Shrowds, 
which obliged her to lay too till Day-light, when the 
ferch’d Capt. Wilfon on board in their Boat. The French 
Captain asked him where he was bound ; he anfwered to 
Port Mahon. They told himhe was a Prize, and fetched 
his Men and a Paflenger on board them, and fent him on 
board his own Ship, where the French Oilicer tied him 
Hands and Feet, placed him on the Fore Caitle, and 
wounded him in two or three Places, placed « Centinel 
over hin, and would not allow him Bread or Water, 
breke open a'l her Lockers, and sent the llunder on board 
the Min of War, which was a 20 Gun Ship, called the 
Seafare, Capt. Caylus. They carried her into Marfeilles 
the zoth of Sept. O. S. took down her Brit.th Colouis, 
and hoifted Freuch. 

The Pretence for toking her was, that the Place fhe 
loaded at is claimed as a Colony belonging to the French 
African Company. , 

Extraf of a Letter from Gilaraltar, dated Sept. 1. O.S. 
Sir Charles Wagerawas bere a few Days, and took two 
Regiments on board his Squadron, with whom he pro 
ceeded for Barcelona. We hear that a Memorial was 
deliver’d to him, fetting forth the unjuft Proceedings of 
the Ston'ards in taking Captain Jordans and after an Or. 
dey from Court for relealing him, they took Captain 
Kemp, and a Settee belonging to this Place, whofe Mo- 
ney ‘and their Cloaths they alfo took, becaufe they were 
bound fiom oa: Part of Barbary to enother, and had 
fome Moors Paffengers on board.
